LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS 


Colorado Special Session---Governor Stephen 
McNichols Colorado called the leg- 
islature into special session June 
consider four-point program. The original 
call was act measures 
grasshopper infestation and broaden un- 
employment benefits. The Governor's message 
the opening session also asked for changes 
transfer and spending authority relating 
state funds and revision previous- 
proposed constitutional amendment the 
state civil service. 

Changes requested unemployment com- 
pensation include broadening coverage for 
employees small businesses, lengthening 
the period benefits thirty-nine weeks 
and eliminating provision that denies full 
duration benefits higher paid workers. 
Revision the Civil Service Act, 
submitted the voters November, would 
eliminate provisions allowing department 
heads suspend employee thirty 
days before filing charges with the Civil 
Service Commission and requirement that 
employees carry the burden proof against 
departmental charges. 


Illinois Special Session---The 
nois General Assembly reconvened spe- 
cial, limited session June the call 
Governor William Stratton. The call 
defined the subjects considered. 
They included extension the period for 
which unemployment payable 
persons who have exhauste their eligi- 
bility under the present law, and supple- 
mental appropriations for general assist- 
ance. 


Kentucky Legislation---The 1958 regular ses- 


sion the Kentucky Legislature adjourned 
March after considering record volume 
legislation. total 1,021 bills and 
240 resolutions were introduced. The ad- 
ministration budget bill allocated over $287 
million for operation the state govern- 
ment for 1958-60. general governmental 
operation the appropriation $26.3 million. 


Health and welfare received $68.1 million 
and education $168.2 million. 


The salaries elected state officers 
were increased follows: Governor, from 
$15,000 $18,000; Lieutenant Governor, 
from $6,000 per year plus per diem expen- 
ses during legislative sessions amount, 
including the previous total, that equals 
$12,000. The new salaries become effective 
the fifth Tuesday after the regular elec- 
tion November, 1959. Other elective 
state officials will receive increased com- 
pensation effective the first Monday 
January, 1960. 


Among other bills enacted was one de- 
claring the policy the commonwealth 
adapt its laws and regulations encourage 
and support information and research pro- 
gram nuclear development and establish 
Division Nuclear Information the 
Department Economic Development. The 
measure requires compliance with the Federal 
Atomic Energy Act 1954 and the rules and 
regulations the Atomic Energy Commission 
with respect nuclear materials, facili- 
ties and by-products. The legislature also 
adopted the Tennessee River Basin Water 
Pollution Control Compact. Mississippi 
adopted the compact 1956 and Tennessee 
1955. other action, Kentucky 
enacted the Interstate Compact Mental 
Health. The agreement provides that any 
person physically present any party state 
eligible for care institution 
that state regardless his residence 
citizenship qualifications. also pro- 
vides for transfer patients another 
state where his care and treatment would 
improved and for cooperative machinery 
for after-care patients. 


Nevada Special Session---Governor Charles 
Russell Nevada has issued call fora 
special session the legislature 
consider extending unemployment benefits. The 
present twenty-six week period would 
extended additional thirteen weeks under 
the federal loan program. The Governor said 
would ask that jobless pay made retro- 
active January 1958. 
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New Jersey Session---A New Jersey budget 
more than $388 million for 1958-59 was 
adopted the legislature May 26. Almost 
$45 million new taxes was 
the budget are items designed ex- 
pand the state's higher education facili- 
ties. new corporate net income tax 
expected yield almost $27 million re- 
venue and cent increase tne gasoline 
tax estimated provide $17.7 million 
for road building. $45.8 million bond 
issue was submitted electorate 
for popular vote November provide 
for construction reservoirs and develop- 
ment water resources. 


Rhode Island Session---The Rhode Island 
General Assembly adjourned May after 
voting annual appropriations $78.5 mill- 
ion and tax increases yield $10 million. 
Other measures passed include creation 
Division Aging within the Executive De- 
partment, creation state investment 
commission, and submission for popular vote 
provide nuclear reactor the Univer- 
sity Rhode Island.

Wisconsin Special Session---A special ses- 
Sion the Wisconsin legislature was called 
June Governor Vernon Thomson. 
was consider extension emergency addi- 
tional unemployment compensation benefits 
individuals otherwise eligible, increase 
the maximum weekly amount, and provision 
adjusted schedule experience rates. 
The session was also asked consider the 
assurance relief eligibility Wiscon- 
sin residents who leave the state but re- 
turn within year, and establishment 
agency with authority facilitate urban 
renewal programs. 


Impeachment Tennessee 
General Assembly convened extraordinary 
session May 1958 determine whether 
Raulston Schoolfield Chattanooga, Judge 
Division the Criminal Court, Sixth 
Judicial Circuit, should impeached and 
removed from office. The Assembly adjourn- 
May after the House had voted twenty- 
four articles impeachment and the Senate 
had determined meet Court Impeach- 
ment. They convened May and recessed un- 
til June that Judge Schoolfield might 
prepare his defense. 


EDUCATION 


Junior College Survey---Arizona has initiated 
study junior college needs 
the state. Dr. Frank Lindsay, chief 
California's Bureau Secondary Education, 
will direct the survey for the Arizona State 
Junior College Survey Committee, group 
legislators and educators established 
study the state's needs for education beyond 
the high school, with special emphasis 
junior colleges. The survey will investi- 
gate population problems, educational op- 
portunities all counties the state 
relation existing institutions, financial 
ability support junior colleges, alternate 
means meeting higher educational needs, 
and criteria used determining where 
colleges are needed. 


Public Education Study---A California leg- 
islative-citizen commission will undertake 
comprehensive study the state's educa- 
tional system with initial grant $50,000 
from the 1958 legislature. Joint Inter- 
Committee the Public Education Sys- 
tem has been appointed---seven from the 
Assembly and seven from the Senate. The 
committee will select fifteen-member cit- 
izens' advisory commission assist and ad- 
vise the survey. The study will include 
teacher training and materials, school fin- 
ancing and curriculum problems. 


Kansas Education Survey---A non-legisla- 
tive advisory committee will appointed 
this summer assist the Kansas Legisla- 
tive Council two-year study the 
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state's educational system from kindergar- 
ten through college. survey elemen- 
tary and secondary education now pro- 
ceeding under the direction Dr. Otto 
Domian, University Minnesota. higher 
education survey, expected begin next 
autumn, will directed Dr. Robert 
Keller, University Minnesota. The sur- 
veys will cover present and projected en- 
rollments 1970, school curricula and 
other educational problems. 


Teacher Certification---The National Assoc- 
State Directors Teacher Educa- 
tion and Certification has urged states 
permit qualified teachers serve throughout 
the country. The proposal was voted unani- 
mously officials thirty-five states ata 
meeting Bowling Green, Ohio, June: 
Florida, Kentucky, Missouri, Utah, Vermont and 
West Virginia now have such reciprocity. 


HIGHWAYS AND HIGHWAY SAFETY 


Traffic Safety with Electronics---A Confer- 
ence Electronic Controls and Traffic 
Safety was held Arden House, Harriman, 
New York, May 14-16. The meeting, spon- 
sored the Safety Education Project, 
Teachers College, Columbia University, con- 
sidered application electronic devices 
traffic control and their role reduc- 
ing traffic accidents. 

Participants the conference con- 
cluded "the evidence convincing that 
electronic systems and devices hold high 
potential for improving traffic operations 
and reducing traffic accidents. Means for 
performing many functions electronic aids 
and controls are technically achievable." 
State officials and representatives all 
other groups concerned with traffic safety 
were urged work together promote the 
development electronic systems for ve- 
hicles and highways. 

The conference noted various factors 
control systems and problems which might 
arise connection with their use roads 
and streets. The participants called for 
establishment special committee ex- 
Plore facets the situation and 
take appropriate action speed the devel- 
opment and use electronic controls for 
traffic safety. 


Four State Road Agreement---The Governors 
Arizona, Colorado, New Mexico and Utah 
have announced agreement master plan 
paved highways linking the states with 
the oil-and-uranium-rich Four Corners Area. 
The economic importance the area, the 
only place the United States where four 
boundaries intersect, has been en- 
hanced opening the Aneth oil field. 
Its discovery southeastern Utah, few 
miles from the Colorado line, has been des- 
cribed "one the most important oil 
finds generation." 


Auxiliary State Police---An Idaho Auxiliary 
State Police program, begun December, 
1956, now has commissioned force more 
than 300 men. The Idaho Department the 
American Legion proposed the plan ad- 
junct the State Police and integral 
part the Idaho State Civil Defense and 
Disaster Relief program. The policemen are 
under direct supervision and control the 
State Police district lieutenants charge 
the respective areas their residence. 
Duties the auxiliary consist assist- 
ance traffic control, accident cases, 
ground searches, and evacuation floods 
and other disasters. 


Outdoor Advertising Regulation---The Ohio 
Legislative Service Commission report 
issued recently concluded that prospec- 
tive federal aid under Public Law 85-381, 
banning billboards along interstate high- 
ways, not great enough justify Ohio's 
adoption the policy. The report noted 
that additional legislation would neces- 
sary the state took advantage the law. 
Two basic procedures were available. The 
state could take the advertising right through 
power eminent domain or, under the state's 
police powers, through legal restriction 
landowners' use the advertising right. 


Uninsured Motorists---Virginia has adopted 
system for protecting insured drivers 
against uninsured. The latter are required 
contribute $15 each per year fund 
from which insurance companies are paid for 
protection against uninsured motorists. 
The new coverage includes personal injury 
and property damage from all uninsured in- 
state out-of-state motorists and hit-and- 
run drivers. Uninsured drivers continue 
financially liable for damage and injury-- 
the right sue them going the under- 
writers. 

Rates are set the state insurance 
regulatory body, based actuarial estimates 
provided insurance companies. Any excesses 
the fund, less state administrative costs, 
revert the state general fund. Conversely, 
Should shortage develop, the legislature 
may increase the $15 assessment. 


Transportation Compact---The Virginia leg- 
islature has approved compact creating 
Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Com- 
mission regulate and improve transit and 
alleviate traffic congestion coordin- 
ated basis. The compact will submitted 
the Maryland legislature the next 
session. consent bill, now before Congress, 
would approve the compact for the District 
Columbia. The commission, interstate 
instrumentality, would comprise three mem- 
bers one each appointed the Gov- 
ernors Virginia and Maryland and ane 
the Board Commissioners the District 
Columbia. The appointees are from 
the agency each signatory having juris- 
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diction over the regulation mass transit. 
The compact creates advisory traffic and 
highway board consisting the heads the 
traffic and safety departments the signa- 
tories and the counties and cities with- 
the metropolitan district, well 
representatives the planning agencies 
the region and its subdivisions. 


CORRECTIONS AND INSTITUTIONS 


Arizona Parole Study---The Arizona Legis- 
lative Council has authorized the National 
Probation and Parole Association make 
survey and recommendations juvenile and 
adult problems the state. The council 
concerned with: (1) intermediate train- 
ing such fields forestry and soil con- 
servation for predelinquent children need- 
ing constant supervision and guidance but 
not maximum custody, (2) probation service 
for offenders placed under suspended sen- 
tence, (3) post-release parole services and 
penal institution needs. 


Colorado Court Action---In two separate ac- 
tions, the Colorado Supreme Court has bar- 
red the bid freedom some fifty state 
reformatory inmates and opened the doors 
Colorado home rule city jails for hun- 
dreds municipal ordinance violators. 
The high court reversed District Court 
decision that executive transfer trouble- 
makers and riot leaders from the reformatory 
the penitentiary was usurpation ju- 
dicial powers. The court said, legis- 
lature clearly has much authority 
authorize transfer the penitentiary 
has direct original sentence the 
The ruling also makes pos- 
sible application new law passed 
the 1958 legislature permitting the Gover- 
nor transfer prisoners from the peniten- 
tiary the reformatory they appear fit 
candidates for rehabilitation. 

The Supreme Court refused review 
clarify its previous ruling that municipal 
ordinance violations carrying jail terms 
are criminal rather than civil nature 
and that persons accused such violations 
must given the full protection criminal 
law, including jury trial. Another point 
the ruling that municipalities cannot 
legislate matters state-wide concern 
has called into question the legality 
all city ordinances matters that are 
covered state law. result the 
ruling, more than 250 persons jailed 
Denver ordinance convictions have been 
released writs habeas corpus and 
charges have been dismissed against another 
400 Denver Municipal Court defendants. 


Juvenile Administrators Meet---The Associa- 
tion Juvenile Compact Administrators 
held its third annual meeting Miami 
Beach, Florida, May 22-23. Compact administra- 
tors deputies from seventeen the twenty- 


two states which have executed the compact 
were present. The group discussed numerous 
points which have arisen with respect 
use the compact, including choice 
alternative procedures for the return 
juveniles and problems involved supervi- 
sion parolees and probationers. also 
considered the need for central reporting 
statistics compact cases, possible 
use available federal funds for return 
runaways and the question obtaining 
congressional consent for the compact.

President the Association for the coming 
year; Whittier Day Minnesota, Vice 
President; and Luther Glass Virginia, 
Treasurer. Members the Executive Com- 
mittee addition the officers are: 
Albert Carter, Massachusetts; Arthur 
Dozier, Florida; Van Hinkle, Washington; 
Sanger Powers, Wisconsin. 


Western Institutions Committee---A three- 
member committee the Western Governors' 
Conference has been appointed study the 
possibilities joint-state use institu- 
tions for women, maximum security male pris- 
oners, defective and emotionally disturbed 
delinquents, mentally ill prisoners and other 
special custodial groups. Headed Governor 
George Clyde Utah, the committee in- 
cludes Governor Milward Simpson Wyo- 
ming and Governor Stephen McNichols 
Colorado. The group, appointed Gov- 
ernor Robert Smylie Idaho, Chairman 
the Western Governors' Conference, will 
work with Attorneys General and technicians 
the field. Creation the was 
authorized the Governors the eleven 
western states special meeting preced- 
ing the national Governors' Conference 
Miami, Florida, May. 


HEALTH AND WELFARE 


Louisiana Public Welfare---The Louisiana 
Department Public Welfare has issued 
report the causes underlying increased 
expenditures welfare recipients. The 
report emphasizes the goals most welfare 
agencies the prevention dependency 
and the rehabilitation men, women and 
children receiving financial aid. The de- 
partment notes that eight every 100 state 
citizens received some financial assistance 
1956-57. Total cost this assistance 
for fiscal 1957 was more than $128 million. 
Approximately per cent the total was 
provided the federal government. 

far the largest number welfare 
recipients are aged people. The second lar- 
gest group are children. The report noted 
that the department and the public lon- 
ger can content deal with the effects 
public aid but must more and more con- 
cerned with causes. 


New Hampshire Study---The report study 
New mental health program, 
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conducted Dr. Daniel Blain, medical di- 
rector the American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion, has recommended four major changes 
the state's program. The recommendations 
are (1) centralization the administra- 
tion its mental health agencies under 
one board trustees; (2) establishment 
mental health clinics throughout the 
state, staffed teams consisting 
psychiatrist, psychologist and social 
workers; (3) administrative reorganization 
the Laconia State School for the mentally 
retarded; and (4) curtailed expenditures for 
new buildings and use the savings for 
staff expansion. The report said the pro- 
gram's aim should decrease the popu- 
lation mental patients the State Hos- 
pital about per cent five years 
and per cent ten years. 


WATER RESOURCES 


Waterway Development two state 
compact develop navigable waterway 
connecting the Tennessee and Tombigbee 
rivers has been signed Governor James 
Folsom Alabama and Governor James 
Coleman Mississippi, pursuant authori- 
zation the state legislatures. Purpose 
the compact promote development 
nine foot navigable channel connecting the 
two rivers. 

The agreement, known the Tenn- 
essee-Tombigbee Waterway Development Compact, 
provides for Development Authority compos- 
the Governors each party state and 
five other citizens each appointed 
the Governors. Any state contiguous 
any member state may become party 
the compact subject approval the legis- 
latures the member states. Identical 
Senate and House bills authorizing consent 
and approval Congress were introduced 
June 


Conference Water Problems---A Joint Re- 
gional Conference Water Problems was held 
Chicago June consider problems 
federal-state relations the field wa- 
ter resources. Information was exchanged 
about specific federal-state water problems. 
Possibilities joint efforts meet them 
were explored. Among topics discussed was 
that water rights, particularly the cir- 
cumstances under which the federal govern- 
ment and its agencies are subject state 
water law. Also examined was the position 
the federal government interstate wa- 
ter compacts. 

Formation organization state 
officials concerned with water resources 
was suggested the meeting; was deci- 
ded that needs this field could perhaps 
best met through periodic conferences 
organized continuing basis. 

committee was appointed make ar- 
rangements for implementing the conclusions 
reached. was the thought those pre- 
sent that large conference the subject 
held later this year. 


LABOR 


New Jersey Compensation Court---The New Jer- 


sey Governor's Committee Judicial Review 
Workmen's Compensation Cases has recom- 
mended new court hear compensation ap- 
peals. Present procedure provides 
hearing the workmen's compensation bureau, 
administrative agency; person dissatis- 
fied with the bureau's finding may appeal 
the County Court, then the Superior 
Court and finally the State Supreme Court. 
The committee proposes elimination the 
county court step and substitution new 
court composed three judges. 


Oregon Unemployment contri- 
butions the Oregon state unemployment 


fund will increased July despite the 
successful negotiation $14 million loan 
from the federal government. The State At- 
torney General ruled that the Governor had 
exceeded his constitutional authority 
borrowing the money prevent the unemploy-

Temporary Unemployment 
United States Department Labor released 
June list states and other juris- 
dictions that have signed agreements provid- 
ing for payment unemployment compensation 
benefits workers who have exhausted their 
rights under federal state laws. Under 
Public Law 441, the states sign agreements 
with the Secretary Labor act agents 
the United States disbursing benefits. 
The agreements may cover all workers covered 
state unemployment compensation act 
(indicated "Total Agreement" below) 
only unemployed federal workers and unem- 
ployed ex-servicemen (indicated "Extended 
Agreement" below).

BONUS 


Iowa Veterans $26 million 
Korean bond issue was sold recently 
group more than 100 banks and in- 
vestment firms. The interest rate the 
bonds set law 2.5 per cent. The 
law authorizing the bonus also provides for 
calling the bonds six months after the sale 
the state wishes. Individual bonus pay- 
ments will range $500. They are 
based payment $10 per month serv- 
ice during the Korean emergency and $12.50 
per month for overseas service. 


INSURANCE 


Georgia Insurance Committee---A joint legis- 
lative committee, authorized the 1958 
Georgia General Assembly investigate in- 
rates and rate making the state, 
recently filed its report. new office 
Insurance Commissioner and separate Depart- 
ment Insurance were recommended. The 
present law provides that the Comptroller 
General act Insurance Commissioner. Other 


recommendations were (1) public hearings 


held all rate filings; (2) the burden 
proof placed the party making 
the rate filing prove justification for 
any increase rates; (3) extension the 
time within which the Commissioner must grant 
reject rate filing. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Civil Service Action---A civil service merit 
System the objective initiative 
measure submitted Arizona voters for 
their decision the fall. The measure 
applies both state and local governments. 

The Colorado legislature, after sur- 
vey the state's civil service system, 
has submitted constitutional amendment 
the people for vote November. Chief pro- 
visions include coverage nearly 5,000 pro- 
visional employees, permission exempt 
nine department heads from the merit system, 
creation the position state personnel 
director, and limitation veteran prefer- 
ence. 

Governor Abraham Ribicoff Con- 
necticut has ordered personnel management 
study for the state, headed ex- 
pert from the United States Civil Service 
Commission. 

The Ohio legislature has instituted 
Similar two-year study, directed 
business executive. 


Fiscal Functions 
Savings and loan associations, 
credit unions, currency exchanges, trust 
companies, title insuring associations and 
small loan companies has been transferred 
from the Auditor Public Accounts the 
Department Financial Institutions. The 
reassignment fiscal functions was ini- 
tiated year ago effort tighten con- 
trol over state expenditures. The intent 
leave the elected Auditor Public 
Accounts with functions that relate exclu- 
sively the issuing state warrants and 
pre-audit controls. Post-auditing functions 
have been entrusted appointed Auditor 
General, responsible the Governor, and 
newly created Legislative Audit Commission. 
Also the fiscal control picture the 
Department Finance, which acts the 
Governor's budgetary and purchasing depart- 
ment. 


Electronic Computor Center---A study re- 
cently completed the Minnesota Commis- 
sioner Administration recommends install- 
ation electronic computor center 
perform eight major state functions. The 
computor would yield estimated annual sav- 
ings $600,000 million. The center 


would initially embrace eight major func- 
tions: general statewide accounting, income 
tax collection, gasoline tax collection and 
refunding, motor vehicle registration, wel- 
fare statistics, highway cost accounting, 
engineering computation, and payroll pre- 


paration. These functions represent approx- 
imately per cent the state's data pro- 
cessing load. 

The study the feasibility elec- 
tronic computor center was authorized 
the 1957 legislative session, and adoption 
will require legislative action the 1959 
session. approved the legislature, 
the computor would into operation the 
beginning the 1959-61 biennium. 

the center installed the eight 
functions would require 453 full-time and 
152 seasonal employees against 727 full 
time and 348 seasonal employees now. 


Budget Practices---The Montana Legislative 
Council has recommended series changes 
state budget practices. institute 
"more realistic" budget system has 
recommended that state laws changed 
make the Governor responsible for preparation 
the budget and for new revenue measures. 
The council also recommended provision 
for executive budget director assist 
the Governor. 


State Government Mexico has 
instituted pilot internship program 
state government. Approved the State 
Finance Board and sponsored jointly the 
Legislative Council Service and the Legisla- 
tive Finance Committee, the program aims 
secure the cooperation the state government 
and universities placing especially well 
trained personnel state agencies. Between 
six and eight agencies are expected em- 
ploy the student-interns during trial run 
the program from June September 15.

ACTION LEGISLATURES 


Legislative the 
1958 session the Maryland General As- 
sembly the Legislative Council proposed 
two bills relating compensation for 
legislators.

One bill, provide salary increase 
through constitutional amendment, died 
committee, but second bill providing for 
increase per diem raised the allow- 
ance from $10 $20. 


Bill Drafting and Filing---The Montana 
Legislative Council has inaugurated pilot, 
pre-session bill drafting service limited 
hold-over Senators. the program 
successful will expanded include 
bill drafting services for all legislators. 

Louisiana record 238 bills were 


filed with the Legislative Council prior 


the regular session the legislature. The 
Council staff, which drafts most bills intro- 
duced, reports that pre-session 
lieves the burden placed the staff during 
legislative sessions and improves the legis- 
lative process. 


Texas Amendments will vote 
November 1958 proposed constitutional 
amendments affecting legislative sessions, 
restrictions and salaries. One proposal calls 
for budget session even-numbered years. 
Primarily for the purpose making annual 
appropriations for state operations, the 
session could, two-thirds vote each 
house, consider other matters submitted 
the Governor. The salary proposal would 
set $7,500 the legislator's annual salary 
plus per diem expense allowances limited 
120 days regular sessions and day 
budget sessions.

Pony Express---President Eisenhower has ac- 
cepted the honorary chairmanship the 
National Pony Express Centennial Association, 
which 1960 will recreate the old West's 
famous mail run. The Governors California, 
Colorado, Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska, Nevada, 
Utah and through which the 
Pony Express operated--are members the 
association's executive board. 


CONFERENCE ACTION 


Attorneys General Meet---The 52nd Annual 
meeting the National Association At- 
torneys General was held Chicago, June 
8-11. Attorneys General from forty-four 
states, the territories Alaska and Hawaii, 
the commonwealth Puerto Rico, and the 
United States attended. Attorney General 
Latham Castle Illinois was elected Pres- 
ident and Richard Ervin, Attorney Gen- 
eral Florida, Vice President. The Asso- 
ciation adopted resolutions concerning abuse 
the writ habeas corpus, the problem 
income taxation non-residents, and 
internal security the states. Other re- 
solutions called for continuance the 
Association's Committee Atomic Energy 
Law, appointment committee inter- 
state compacts and creation programs 
providing mandatory commitment for treat- 
ment narcotic addicts both federal 
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and state courts. The Association will hold 
its 1959 meeting New Orleans, Louisiana, 
May 3-7. 


Southern Regional Conference---The Southern 


Regional Conference the Council State 
Governments met Miami Beach, Florida, 
May 28-30. The fifteen-state conference 
recorded its approval the Tennessee Basin 
Pollution Control Compact Consent Act 
originally introduced Congress. its 
resolution the conference noted that amend- 
ments adopted the consent act the House 
Representatives would curtail the useful- 
ness the compact pollution control 
measure. The members also adopted reso- 
lution urging Congress amend the Social 
Security Act provide federal matching 
funds for needy aged, both mental hos- 
pitals and public facilities not necessar- 
ily medical nature. resolution ele- 
mentary and secondary education commended 
the states, counties, municipalities and 
school districts for expanded efforts and 
increased expenditures the field ed- 
ucation. The resolution stated that the 
education youth state and local re- 
sponsibility.

Tax Study---A summary analysis state 
fiscal developments, 1946-1957, The Finan- 
cial Challenge the States, has been issued 
The Tax Foundation, Incorporated.
